THE  BULB  GARDEN 

To  succeed  with  bulbs  requires  less  care  and  work  than  any  other  branch  of  garden- 
ing. The  main  essential  is  a proper  start — this  means  proper  bulbs.  It  is  impossible 
to  have  success  without  first  procuring  the  best  obtainable  and  we  are  endeavoring  to 
do  this  portion  of  your  task — that  is  securing  for  you  the  finest  bulbs  in  the  Holland 
markets. 

No  garden  is  too  small  for  planting  Bulbs  and  they  succeed  everywhere — in  the 
city  yards  or  the  country  estate.  They  are  surely  Democratic. 

Any  good  garden  soil  will  do  for  growing  Bulbs,  but  they  prefer  a light  well  drained 

one. 

In  planting  be  careful  to  set  the  Bulbs  deep  enough,  as  a general  rule  from  iy2 
to  2 times  their  own  depth.  This  rule  may  be  modified  to  suit  local  conditions. 

Never  use  fresh  or  half  rotted  manure  when  planting  as  this  will  burn  the  bulbs 
and  start  decay. 

In  the  vicinity  of  New  York  a slight  covering  should  be  provided  over  winter,  but 
care  should  be  taken  that  this  is  not  too  heavy  as  the  Bulbs  will  start  to  grow  and  may 
be  killed  by  late  frosts  or  severe  weather.  Leaves  or  strawy  manure  or  salt  meadow 
hay  are  the  best  covers  possible. 

FOR  FORCING 

To  force  bulbs  properly  and  with  excellent  results  does  not  require  a great  deal  of 
skill,  but  a few  simple  rules  must  be  followed  if  success  will  be  had. 

In  order  to  be  of  most  assistance  we  are  having  printed  for  distribution  this  Fall, 
a complete  set  of  Cultural  Directions  for  Spring  Blooming  Bulbs.  One  of  these  fold- 
ers will  be  sent  with  each  order.  Explicit  directions  for  succeeful  growing  will  be 
given.

They  flower  later  than  any  other  type,  being  at  their  best  in  the  vicinity  of 
New  York  from  May  10  to  the  20th.  At  this  time  a bed  of  Darwins  is  a glorious  sight 
to  behold  and  one  which  lends  color  to  the  entire  garden,  especially  when  brought  into 
contrast  with  the  bright  new  foliage  with  which  all  trees  and  shrubs  are  at  that  time 
unfolding. 

When  used  as  a planting  in  front  of  shrubbery,  they  are  particularly  effective. 

For  forcing  they  are  supreme,  being  at  their  best  for  Easter.

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THE  HARDY  GARDEN  FROM  SEED 


By  sowing  seeds  of  Perennials  and  Biennials  at  this  season  of  the  year  you  will 
gain  an  entire  year  in  your  gardening  plans.  Next  year  the  plants  will  be  thoroughly 
established  and  will  equal  in  flowering,  the  plants  transplanted  this  Spring. 

Seed  should  be  sown  thinly  in  a cold  frame,  and  as  soon  as  the  young  plants  are 
large  enough  to  be  handled,  they  should  be  transplanted  about  three  or  four  inches  apart 
in  the  frame. 

In  the  early  Fall,  preferably  during  September,  they  can  again  be  transplanted  to 
where  they  are  wanted  in  the  garden,  or  else  left  to  winter  over  in  the  frame  and  be 
transplanted  early  in  the  Spring. 

Protection  should  be  provided  for  the  young  plants  in  the  nature  of  a covering  of 
leaves,  straw  or  salt  hay  to  the  depth  of  about  six  inches.
